Gentlemen of Adair County, 
what think you of a proposition 
to ifsue bonds and build one hun- 
dred miles of good pike road in 
s county? The importance and 
j^orth of pike roads can hardly 
\ estimated. Their effect on 
energies and enterprise of 
^ple can not be accurately 
|d, but with the main roads 
i. of thjs county solid the year 
Y round a wonderful change would 
take place inside of a few years. 
•Land values would almost double 
especially those touching the 
roads. Enterprising and thrifty 
people would come from 
other sections and locate in this 
county. Small industries would 
spring into existence and farm 
products would yield better re- 
turns to producers. Mud roads 
have already cost too much in 
money and the loss of our young 
men who seek more pleasant lo- 
calities. This heavy tax on our 
population will be .0 pay so long 
as present conditions exist. The 
only solution is the building of 
roads and making country life 
more pleasant and profitable. 
We can not build the roads need- 
ed under plans and similar efforts 
heretofore adopted. As we see 
it the best way is to borrow the 
money needed to build at least 
• one hundred miles and issue the 
' county's note for it. A moder- 
ate tax would pay the interest 
^nd discharge the debt in twen- 
»y years. All the while values 
would iiwweiBe and the tax rate 
decrease. We would have the 
roads and scarcely miss the cost 
otthem. People who would lo- 
cate in the county would help 
^jwy for them and in this way an 



Much comment and explana- 
tions have been indulged in giv- 
ing the reasons why the popula- 
tion of Kentucky is no greater. 
Some put it due to intolerance 
of opinion, insecurity of life and 
property. Some charge it up to 
bad system of taxation and other 
odds and ends that fail to meas- 
ure up to their special way of 
thinking. The fact remains.how- 
ever, that the increase in popula- 
tion has not been what the most 
enterprising people desired, and 
whether due from any of the 
above causes or a combination of 
other troubles, some steps 
should be taken to make a bet- 
ter showing ten years hence. 
We believe the main c?use for 
the poor showing due to the 
stupy indifference of the people 
to enterprise especiajly in the 
country. Thrift and advance- 
ment, hope and ambition will not 
shelter long under the blighting 
power of a drag system. Who 
wants to locate in a country to 
pull through mud one half of the 
year and be deprived of the 
blessings of good roads and ad- 
vantages of other sections that 
have passable public roads the 
year around? The answer is 
clear, no one desires to do so 
who is worth much to a commu- 
nity and will not do it if better 
opportunities are presented. 
There is no new developments 
in any part of the State except 
the eastern counties, the re- 
mainder being content to plod 
along, discuss and cuss their dif- 
ferences. We have too much 
political activity and too little 
industrial to appeal to outside 
people. When a system of build- 
ing substantial public roads be- 
comes operative, expansion of 
business will follow in the coun- 
try and reach every town and 
city in the State. The increase 
in productive powers, t h e re- 
ward for honest, persisted toil, 



the encouragement to agricul- 
tural pursuits are all tied down 
by mud knee deep six months in 
the year. To increase our pepu- ^ 
lation we must better conditions. X X 
When the people awaken from 
their present suicidal tendencies, ^ 
and public spirit and enterprise 
seize them, there will be less 
political animosity, a broad tol- 
eration of opinions, and as much 
love, happiness and expansion 
in business and population as any 
State in the Union. Kentucky 
has the resources, mineral, tim- 
ber, rich soil and a healthy cli- 
mate. We need activity in the 
country first, and the main spring 
of action is making substantial 
public roads.

Christmas Superstitions. 

The United States is almost 
poverty stricken in so far as its 
| collection of superstitions is con- 
j cerned, our early settlers having 
! failed to import many from Eu- 
rope, and not adopting those of 
: the Indians. Of course some of 
us don't like to see the new moon 
over the left shoulder, or start 
on a journey on Friday, and the 
like, but few of us take even 
these very seriously. We must 
go to "the old countries" to get 
superstitions with any genuine 
thrill in them. There are a num- 
ber which have to do with Christ- 
mas. 

In North Germany, where the 
practical yet poetic spinning 
wheel still hum3 in the cottages, 
one must not spin during the 12 
nights of Christmas lest he or 
she walk after death. (To the 
American reader it may occur 
that this would probably be more 
disturbing to others than to one's 
self.) If the spinning is done 
after sunset on Saturday, mice 
will eat the work. If one wishes 
to havs money and good luck all 
the year, one should not fail to 
eat herring on New Year's day. 

Equalization Board Upheld. 

The Court of Appeals has up- 
held the arbitrary increase of 12 
per cent in Jefferson county's 
assesfment, made by the State 
Board of Eqnalization. If Ken- 
tucky had equitable taxation laws 
that did not put a premium on 
tax dodging, such an increase 
would not have been made, to 
meet the exigencies of a Repub- 
lican administration, for which 
it seems that the law gives the 
Board the right. 

Doubtless there are millions of 
dollars' worth of property in that 
county, which embraces Louis- 



ville, upon which no tax is paid. 
This state of affairs will continue 
until a change in assessments is 
made and the laws are so enact- 
ed as will not place the entire 
taxation upon these who either 
can not or will not hide their 
property. 

Those guilty of tax dodging do 
nat suffer by the Court's decis- 
ion. The burden falls entirely 
on those who tried to be honest. 
The members of the next Legis- 
lature must be elected on a pro- 
mise to give the people relief 
from an archaic and unjust sys- 
tem of taxation and the press of 
Kentucky can do the State no 
greater service that to begin now 
to agitate the matter and keep it 
up until Kentucky is placed on 
an equal footing with the more 
progressive States, where the 
rate is lower and there is little 
incentive for property hiding. — 
Lexington Herald.

A Timely Warning. 

In an authorized interview, 
replying to set questions, Hon. 
Champ Clark, conceded to be his 
party's nominee for Speaker of 
the next House, has taken the 
country into his confidence.

How many people know why 
Christmas came to fall on De- 
cember 25ti ? 

Everybody knows that it is 
the day celebrated alike by the 
Catholic, Protestant and Greek 
churches as the nativity of Christ 
yet nobody knows if it is the 
actual date. 

The uncertainty is due to the 
prejudice o f early Christians 
against the celebrations of birth- 
days. They regarded such a 
custom as heathenish, and made 
no exception, even to the Savior's 
birthday. 

It was not until Christianity 
had triumphed, three centuries 
later, that the prejudice against 
the observance of birthdays died 
out, and an investigation as to 
the date of Christ's birthday 
was begun. 

Julius, pope or bishop of Rome, 
asked St. Cyril in 386 to ascer- 
tain the real anniversary of the 
nativity. St. Cyril reported the 
date to be December 25th, to the 
best of his knowledge, after ex- 
tensive research, and the date 
was accepted by Julius and pro- 
mulgated as the anniversary oi 
Christ's birth. Before the end 
of the fifth century the date was 
ceepted by all Christendom. 

January 6th, April 20th, March 
20th and March 29th are some of 
tiie dates that were serious con- 
tenders for the distinction be- 
fore December 25th received the 
seal ol Julius' approval. 

Even after the date was gen- 
erally accepted by all Christian 
nations the holiday had its strug- 
gles. The English roundhead 
parliment of 1643 abolished 
Christmas and for 12 years it 
was not observed in England. 
Royalty gained the ascendency, 
however, and Christmas was re- 
established as a national holiday. 

Governor Bradford of Ply-! 
mouth, in 1621, history savs, 
had occasion to rebuke some 
young man who had come over 
in the ship Fortune, following in 
the trail of the Mayflower, be- 
cause their consciences would 
not allow them to work on; 
Christmas, with their sterner 
Puritan brothers. 

In 1659 the general court of 
Massachusetts pased a law fixing 
a fine of five shillings against 
anyone who should by abstin- 
ence from labor, feasting or any 
other method, observe Christ-
